We submit this sound rule of political conduct to 
Mr. Taft, Mr. Wickersham, Mr. Hoover, Mr. Hughes,

Tammany and Cox. 

Naturally, if one believed 
many and its allies really 
the Ohio governor, the circumstance 
would arouse suspicion, but obvious- 
ly these predatory interests flocked 
to him merely because he was th 
one opportunity presented for them 
to score a victory over the men 
most hated by them, Wilson and 
McAdoo. The record of Cox is suf- 
ficient indication that the Tammany, 
type will find him unsatisfactory.

Think that over, phrase by phrase, 
and what you can make of 
Lodge's positions since. He began to 
jeer at the League long before he 
knew what it was going to be; long 
before Mr. Wilson came back from 
Paris. He began a series of weak- 
ening amendments before the time of 
his “reservations.” At Chicago 
triumphantly and bitterly exclaimed: 

“We have stopped Mr. Wilson's 
treaty and the question goes to the 
people.” 

It is always because it is Mr. Wil- 
son's. 

“Wei make the issue, Lodge 
goes on, “we ask approbation for 
what we have done. The people 
will now tell us what they think 
of Mr. Wifson’s League and its 
sacrifice of America.” 

It is not the League of 29 nations. 
It is always Mr. Wilson, the man 
who happens to be hated by his per- 
sonal and political opponent, and 
for this hatred the nations must 
suffer. Conditions different then. 

Conditions Different Then. 

When conditions were reversed, 
after the Spanish war, and the Presis 
dent was a Republican, this is what 
was said by Senator Lodge: 

“Suppose we reject the treaty: 
what follows? Let us look at it 
practically. We continue the state 
of war. and every sensible man in 
the country, every business inter- 
est, desires the re-establishment of 
peace in law as well as mn fact. 
At the same time we repudiate the 
President and his action before 
the whole world, and the repudia- 
tion of the President in such a 
matter as this is to my mind the 
humiliation of the United States 
in the eyes of civilized mankind, 
and brands us as a people incapa- 
ble of great affairs or of taking 
rank where we belong, as one of 
the greatest of the great world- 
powers.” 

How infinitely more critical is the 
situation now. © °* ®° 
Senator Harding boasts that he 
does not “hear voices in the air.” 
Was there ever a lower boast” He 
hears the voices of Penrose and 
Lodge telling him to persecute the 
President of his country in the pur- 
suit of nothing higher than party 
tactics.

money and would not consider looking for a flat, and 
of business being interfered avith and peace disturbed 
by a nagging wife. All of which the Judge rather 
promptly silenced, summing up the evidence with the 
verdict 

“You are getting on each other's nerves,” 
nouncing the sentence 

“Now Ill have to separate you.” 

“Mra. W-—, you say you can go and stay with 
your mother. What amount of money do you think 
you will require to support yourself and your child 
under those circumstances’ Twelve dollars a week, 
you say’? Mr. W-—, what are you willing to pay? 
Half your earnings above your expenses, which would 
be $8 a week, you say’? Now, you know you make 
more than that, or you wouldn't remain in that: busi- 
ness. I'll split the difference and order you to pay 
your wife $10 a week.” 

A look of hard defiance, albeit furtive, 
direction, did not escape the Judge

Whereupon he 


remarked: 

“On second thought, 1 think I'll raise it to $11 a 
week.” 

W-——— flinched, the muscles of his face twitched, his 


fingers intertwined under his coat tails, but the 
Judge went on elaborating the picture of a jail sentence 
that awaited contempt of his orders. Presently W—-— 
peeled $11 off a roll of bills and vehemently, dramatic- 
ally exclaimed: 

“As God is my witness, this money does not belong 
to me. | owe it.”

There were further orders as to how the husband 
was to remain entirely away from the wife, a penalty 
attaching to his even being seen fn the neighborhood 
of her new residence, and the wife was not to be seen in 
the neighborhood of their former abode. Indeed, this 
place was to be locked up as a storage place for the 
furniture, the keys to be turned over to the wife, 
though she must not think she owned the furniture 
yet, atid neither was she to dispose of any of it. 
Rach waa to remove only such personal effects as 
clothing, and that under the supervision of a proba- 
tion officer. 
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wife assumed a noth. 
‘Ing-would - please - me— 
better air at these com- 
mands and the ‘more 
pleased they seemed the 
more the Judge empha- 
sized the severity with 
which the separation 
was to be enforced. 
Then he gathered to his’ 
knees the little 5-year- 
old girl who had been 
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mercifullly dozing 
through the whole 
scene, happily unheed- 


ful of the imprecations 
being hurled over her 
head. He petted and 
praised and made much 


of the child by way of shaming the parents. 

It was all on her account, It was only the duty he 
felt he owed the rising generation, it was .only be- 
cause her protection, her welfare, her future, were 
so important in the scheme of things, that he took the 
trouble and time and went outside the requirements of 
his office to arrange this separation, which, he hinted, 
was to be sealed with a divorce eventually, rather than 
that she should grow up in this atmosphere of quar- 
reling. 

Well, then a strange thing happened. The father. 
who had been so hard, growling and clenching his

A month, the limit put upon the 
temporary separation, would be all that would be 
needed to determine that it need not be final, the Judge 
conjectured. At the end of the month he mignt give 
the father permission to visit the child, he said 

The next case did not seem quite so hopeful 

A frail, little, sad-faced woman was brought in, 
trembling and shaking with sobs. She could not con- 
trol her voice sufficiently to answer questions, so Mr. 
Nolte, the probation officer, who seemed familiar with 
the case, answered for her. She was 32 years old, the 
mother of five children under the age of 14. Troubles 
had reached a climax when a neighbor found her in 
the yard last Sunday weeping as she told how she 
and the children had nothing to eat, while her husband 
had just gone out, purchased a latge meal, which he 
had prepared himself and was eating alone, while the 
children looked on, forbidden to take a bite. The wife 
had been supporting the household, going to work at 4 
in the morning, taking the children to her mother’s 
during the day, until she had broken down and lost 
her job. 

The probation officer had learned that the husband 
was making $80 to $35 a week, which he spent entirely 
upon himself. The wife had been persuaded to prose- 
cute her husband for failure to support and cruelty 
She had come into court for that purpose and then 
stubbornly refused to prosecute or testify against him. 

The Judge gave her a severe scolding for this. “Sure- 
ly,” he said, “you cannot care for a man who treats 
you like this?” 

“No, Judge; 
sobbed. 

“I believe you are one of these women who thinks 
a husband does not care unless he beats her up now 
and then. Then you are just as much to blame as he.” 

“I don’t want him locked up,” she said, between sobs. 

“You'll be surprised when you see this man, Judge, 
your honor,” remarked the probation officer. “He's a 
fine looking fellow. Keeps himself dressed up. Shaves 
every day.” 

Presently the husband was brought in and the offi- 
cer’s statement borne out. His clothes had recently 
been pressed, he wore a white collar and be had some- 
thing the air of a dandy. The Judge read the riot act 
to hir. He was a disgrace to the community, a man 
who .nade good wages and let his family live in a 
hovel. his wife work out anc his children go hungry. 
Then he laid down the law. He was to pay his family 
$25 a week, under penalty of a workhouse sentence if 
he failed to comply or if there were any more evil 
reports from the probation officer, to whom he was to 
answer. He was to remain away from the home, for 
which he was to provide, while the wife was to attend 
to her health and see if she could not regain some of 
the good looks of which she showed vestiges as she 
dried her tears and brightened up under kindness. A 
letter was written to a dental! clinic, since neglected 
teeth were one cause for her poor articulation. 

The callousness of the busband remained unpene- 
trated, his equanimity unperturbed, his only show of 
emotion, relief, expressed in the extreme geniality with

On account of the erowded condition of 
the school, Principal Johnson succeeded 
in having the School Board take over two 
residences on Vista avenue, in the rear 
of the achoo!l.

One of 
them was originally a flat building and 
the upper floor has been converted into 
the apecial claasroom for those who passed 
through the “don't-care’” room.

These 
boys, inatead of being made to feel thai 
they are behind in their work, cousider 
themselves a sort of privileged claar be. 
cauee they have their own separate Luild 
ing. They take pride in their work. The) 
are catching up rapidly in the adjudies in 
which they were deficient.” 

The boys [n queation, who did not 
know they were being observed from the 
hall, were seemingly intensely interested 
in a demonstration the teacher was con- 
ducting upon a bldekboard and were re- 
plying briskly and apparently correctly to 
her questions. 

Principal Johnson then pointed out the 
grounds around the school 

“This is what we call our pavilion,” he 
sald, indicating a building with two sides 
and a roof, “and it serves as a playground 
for the pupils in wet weather It was 
originally a large mule barn back of 
this old residence. You see, we have a 
regular school city here I succeeded 
in having the barn and the lot behind it 
included in our school grounds The 
barn was cleaned out, two sides removed 
and the children have a place to go in 
recreation periods when it rains.” 

The large, old-fashioned residence,

Y INSTALLING a “don't-care” room at the 
Adams School, 1311 Tower Grove avenue, 
Principal George R. Johnson is trying out 
a new. method of handling backward or un- 
ruly pupils. 

The Adams School has the distinction— 
and also the. haadicap—of being the largest 
preparatory school in the city. It now has 1325 pupils 
enrolled and an attendance of 1500 is forecasted for next 
term. And to provide for the overflow of children, and, 
at the same time, handle all disciplinary cases brought 
before him, has been one of the problems that have 
ssmfronted Principal Johnson since the opening of 
the school year. 

The “don't-care” room is simply the unofficial title 
of a room at the institution, whither are sent ob- 
streperous or sulky pupils for the trial of a system 
evolved by the principal. The new method—a cross be- 
tween the old measures of discipline and moral suasion 


. ~has been in force since the outset of the present term 


and received a trial last year. Its success has been a 
tribute to the mightiness of the pen, or rather, of the 
school pencil. For the first requirement of those as- 
signed to the room is to furnish a report, written by 
themselves, on the circumstances which led to their 
transfer. 

“The written report makes them think,” said Miss 
Marie Drimped, who is in charge of the room, “and 
as soon as they realize that they must commit them- 
selves upon paper as to who is at fault, they generally 
become much more reasonable and conservative. So 
the first step is gained.” 

In fact, the system gives the children their first 
experience in seeing their deeds recorded in cold type, 
as it were. The name of the room was: developed simply 
because of the tendency of certain children to fall back 
upon the “don’t care” attitude when they have been 
argued with in vain. The room is No. 13, but there is 
no significance in that. The place was simply chosen 
because it was the most available. 

When Principal Johnson assumed charge of the 
school more than three years ago, he found himself con- 
fronting a difficult situation. The Adams School was 
originally a small structure, built for a lightly settled 
neighborhood. As the population of the vicinity grew, 
the school was extended by the addition of wings. Even 
these additions proved insufficient for the swarm of 
children whose parents settled in the district when war 
industries drew the population from the country to 
the city. 

Out of the 1325 pupils now in the school, more than 
one-half belong to families which have moved to St. 
Louis to take advantage of high wages in industrial 
plants. A census of the school showed that the ma- 
jority are Missouri born and that by far the largest 
percentage comes from the Ozark regions. In fa.t, the 
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problem of dealing with children of foreign-born par- 
entage, who may understand the language imperfectly, 
does not exist in the Adams School as it does in many 
crowded institutions. 

But this newly arrived element afforded another 
problem. Many of the children from country districts 
had not received the foundations necessary to put them 
in grades suitable to their age. Others, from the moun- 
tain regions, had apparently never been subjected to 
any parental control and were restless and uneasy 
during school hours, so foreign to their prior liberty. 
Moreover, children from certain country districts had 
attended school so irregularly in their home towns 
that regularity in attendance when they entered the 
Adams School was not anticipated either by them or by 
their parents. As a result, there was much incipient 
truancy. 

Some of the newly arrived caihares were found to be 
so backward for their age that they appeared ridicu- 
lous when placed in classes of much younger children. 
Here, also, they often proved a detriment to class 
work..by developing a dislike to their surroundings, 
which they considered beneath their dignity on account 
of the youth of their fellow scholars, and were indif- 
ferent or sulky in their work. 

Ot#ers, who had not been brought’ up with a 
proper conception of discipline, were argumentative 
and insubordinate when the teachers addresséd them. 
If sent before the principal, they frequently threw all 
the blame upon the teachers. Certain hot-headed 
youngsters made such violent and offensive denials 
of any guilt on their part and made such unreasonable 
statements about provocation on the part of the teach, 
ers, that their expulsion from a private institution 
would have been certain. 

One of the crosses of an instructor in a_ public 
school, however, is to endeavor to make just such 
characters of value to the community. And out of 
what seemed a most difficult situation, Principal 

Johnson evolved the “don't-

When a teacher finds that 
he or she cannot argue with 
a pupil or appeal to a sense 
of responsibility or fairness, 
no punishment is suggested. 
The child is simply told to 
go down and see Miss 
Drimped in room 13. Here 
the circumstances of the 
case are inquired into. 


Often the youthful culprit 
arrives at room 13 in a high 
state of ill-temper and with 
a one-sided yarn of unfair- 
ness to which he or she had 
been subjected. Usually, an 
interview with Miss 
Drimped, where the child 
has no “gallery” of its fel- 
lows to encourage it to 
maintain a false pose, quiets 
it down. Then it is asked 
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pis the youthful culprit arrives at room 
13 with a one-sided tale of unfairness 
to which he has been Subjected. 


to write out its account of the episode. When 
the child finds it has to commit itself and that it can- 
not contradict, amend or deny statements that are 
put down in writing, as it would be able to do if a 
verbal statement was depended on, it almost invaria- 
bly becomes more conservative. As Miss Drimped stat- 
ed, the written report makes them think, and that is 
the first step gained. 

There is nothing formidable in the appearance of 
this young lady to whom the unruly of the city’s latg- 
est school are intrusted. In fact, she is one of the 
younger teachers of the institution and is slight in 
build. Dark-haired and wearing glasses, her expres- 
sion usually appears one of tranquil benignity, through 
which a quizzical smile seems always struggling to 
break. At present, she has eight members in her par- 
ticular “‘class,”” and all are progressing well. 

“The idea of this room was developed by Mr. Joha- 
son last year,” she 
said, “and it shows the 
effect of requiring a 
boy or girl, who may 
have become hot-head- 
ed and have refused 
to obey a teacher, to 
set down the exact 
conditions that caused 
the trouble. 

“This applies to pu- 
pils who will not study 
as well as to those 
who fail to obey while 
in class. Formerly, 
all these cases were 
sent to Mr. Johnson. 
As a result, much of 
his time was taken 
from the active work 

' of the school to attend 
to cases that might be 
trifling. 

“In this school we 

have boys as old as 16 
and 17 years. These, 
as a rule, give com- 
paratively little 
trouble. The fourth 
and fifth grades, how- 
ever, contain many 
boys between 12 and 
14 years. This, seems 
to be the mischievous age, when they are overflowing 
with animal spirits. When reproved or ordered to 
discontinue annoyances to others of the class, they 
may honestly believe they have not offended and 
commence to argue about the matter or try to dispute 
the point through sheer exuberance. 

“Some do this, thinking their attitude is attracting 
attention from other students. This type is likely to 
get sulky when an issue ig made on the point. Others 
get hot-headed and insist that the teacher is unjust 
to them and that they have not received fair treatment 
in the matter. 

“In the heat of excitement they often forget what 
they said and what the teacher said. Sometimes 
they make foolish statements about what led up to 
the difficulty and there have been cases when wholly 
unreasonable and false stories have been told about 
provocation given by teachers. 

“In former days it was often necessary to suspend 
a pupil for the balance of the session and have him 
appear before Mr. Johnson the next day. By this 
time the pupil usually bad cooled down and it was

which he shook Kp with the Judge at the 
termination of the interview. Just before 
leaving the room he stopped and whispered to 
a probation officer: 

“Did you say there is a place where a person 
can get dental treatment free of charge? I! - 
have some teeth of my own I'd like to have 
attended to.”’ 

Perhaps when it comes to giving up $25 a 
week and supporting himself on the remainder, 
a sense of responsibility may be borne in upon 
him, but as yet he did not seem to have begun 
to assume the role of unselfish father and 
provider. 

The occasion for a reporter’s introduction 
into these scenes was °n invitation from Mrs. 
W. R. Chivvis, a former president of the State 
Federation of Women’s Clubs, well known for 
social service leadership {n many directions 
and recently a graduate of the School of Social 
Economy. Since July Mrs. Chivvis, appointed 
by the Board of Religious Organizations, has 
been sitting in the city courts, watching and 
following up cases that might be helped ‘by 
a trained social worker. 

It was at Judge Mix’s suggestion and eafnest 
solicitation that this position was created, and 
Mrs. Chivvis undertook the work. From the 
bench he has been impressed with the futility of the 
workhouse sentence as a corrective for certain evils. An 
intensive study of the probation system during one va- 
cation determined him upon his return to put the sys- 
tem upon a more effective basis here. Every day for 
more than a year he has held hearings such as I have 
described, devoting three or four hours after court ad- 
journmernt to the task, having placed 300 domestic re- 
lation cases, alone, on probation. 

He has made, he says, 102 addresses before organiza- 
tions, asking that trained social workers be placed in 
charge of this work and suggesting that as soon as the 
venture proved itself the city might be impressed to 
take it over, as in the case of free kindergartens and 
playgrounds, which were started under private enter- 
prise. 

He has pointed out that if every member of thé 
Protestant faith alone, in this city, were to contribute 
10 cents a year, a fund of $6000 might be provided to 
support such a department. He has met with cordial 
approval and many promises of assistance, but as yet 
only the Board of Religious Organizations really has

responded by appointing Mrs. Chivvis, whom they 
hope to continue in office through funds to be raised 
by the Women’s Exposition in November. 

Meanwhile, Mrs. Chivvis has taken hold of the work, 
as if she expected it to be permanent. Recently she 
went to Chicago to investigate probation work, de- 
tention homes and hospitals and allied court work 
there. She was especially impressed with a detention 
home for dependent, as differentiated from delinquent, 
girls there.

With a remedy in view, she 
is enlisting a corps of women who are willing-to give 
an hour a week to teaching “Anferican” to foreign- 
born women in their homes. Backsliding from church 
affiliations is another cause for neighborhood dissen- 
sions, she believes, and she is fOérming another corps, 


who will visit and try to interest and 


become incorrigible through idleness are an- 
other of her special charges. 

“Victims of the social evil,” being as a 
class the oldest, are the hardest to reach, 
but she reports some results which Judge 
Mix declares to be remarkable, under the cir- 
cumstanees. One group of four girls taken 
in a police raid, all of whom now have their 
feet set upon the straight path, are singled 
out with pride.

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MOVIES IN EUROPE ARE STILL EUROPEAN

an American picture as for a German film. It is clearly 


impossible, and, aside from very old news reels that 
are sold or leased for ridiculously low prices, there are 
few American photo plays seen outside of the occupied 
districts. 

In Austria and Hungary, where the crown has depre- 
ciated to a fraction of a cent, the same conditions exist. 
In fact, it is a strain for the exhibitors in Vienna and 
Budapest to pay for the German pictures, for a mark 
has three times the value of an Austrian or Hungarian 
crown. 

There is no question that American film plays are 
far superior to the movies that are made in Germany 
and Austria. 

There is not nearly as much interest in the movies in 
Central Europe as there is in the United States. In 
Berlin, for instance, there are half a dozen “lichspieles” 
in the heart of the city, but very few “neighborhood 
houses,”’ such as are to be found in the larger Amer- 
ican cities. The prices are relatively high and the 
elaborate programs, such as American film fans are 
accustomed to find in the larger theaters, are unknown. 

In Vienna, at the Zirkus Busch, there is the nearest 
approach to the type of movie entertainment one en- 
counters in the first-class playhouse in America. There 
is an excellent symphony orchestra, which plays twice 
during the evening, and in addition to a big feature pic- 


HERE is a impression in the United 

States that the European film market has been 

captured by American pictures. Reports of the 

amazing popularity of American “‘movies” in cer- 
tain parts of Europe have led many people to believe 
that our film plays have practically supplanted the 
Continental products. And it is true that in Great 
Britain and France Amertcan-made pictures are very 
much in evidence. But in Central Europe, at the pres- 
ent time, very few American films are to be encoun- 
tered, even in the largest cities. 

I visited a dozen motion picture theaters on the Con- 
tinent of Europe, but outside of the Gaumont Palace 
in Paris, where a Chaplin comedy was on view, and 
in Berne, where a Fairbanks film was being shown, 
I did. not encounter a single American photopiay. 1! 
saw many American news reels, but the point I want 
to make is that, in Central Europe—in Germany, 
Czecho-Slovakia, Austria and Hungary—American films 
are few and far ween. 

The reason for this condition is the unfavorable rate 
of exchange that exists in those countries. German 
exhibitors, for instance, are unable to pay the high 
rental charges for American pictures. As the mark 
has dropped to about 21-2 cents it means that a Ger- 
man exhibitor would have to pay 10 times as much for 


ture, there is always a comedy picture and a collection 
of news reels. 

The majority of the foreign pictures shown in Ger- 
many, Austria and Hungary are of Scandinavian va- 
riety. Danish and Swedish film plays are to be found 
on every side. Some of them are fairly good, but they 
nearly all show signs of being quickly and cheaply 
made. Only when an Italian super-film is announced 
is a visit to a German “lichspiele” worth while. 

In France, however, American pictures are encoun- 
tered on every side. Charlot, as Charlie Chaplin is 
know to the French public, is unquestionably the most 
popular comedian on the screen. Long ago he won the 
public away from Max Linder, the most celebrated of 
French film comedians, and his comedies are on view 
in a dozen different theaters in Paris at the present 
time. 

The most amusing evening | spent in a “temple of 
motion picture art,” as some managers are rong of 
calling their playhouses, was in a kino-theater in 
the sleepy little capital of Switzerland. The picture 
was called “Douglas in Harem,” and it was one of the 
funniest Fairbanks pictures | ever saw. The titles were 
in both German and French and not once was Fair- 
banks’ name used. To film fans in this part of .the 
world Fairbanks is known simply as “Douglas,” but 
that does not prevent him from being a prime favorite.

Ben- 
jamin Finkel, oldest shipnews man of the Yiddish press, 
and as fine a poet as ever was born, tells the following: 

Five stowaways, yong boys from Poland, starved, 
naked, literally nak’ , their bodies only covered with 
old newspapers pinned together, barefooted and long- 
haired, landed on Ellis Island some weeks ago. The 
first question they put up to me after 1 greeted them 
in their own tongue was: “Has the American Senate 
accepted the League of Nations?” 

Finkel is a poet. The story may be only a sym- 
bolical interpretation of the soul of the new immi- 
grant. But the fact remains that the new immigrant, 
four, five thousand of whom arrive here daily, is a 
singularly well-informed person. He knows the Decla- 
ration of Independence and our Constitution from A to 
Z, including the latest amendment. 

The new immigrant has learned to know that Amer- 
ica is not only a country where gold lies in heaps 
awaiting the man industrious enough to shovel the 
metal into bags, but that it also has a Constitution 
and other advantages which are frequently even more 
precious than material wealth. The American dough- 
boy who traversed Europe 
is responsible for the edu- 
eation of the new immi- 
grant. , 

Our boys also learned 
that Paris is not all hats 
and gowns and mademoi- 
selles, and that Italy is not 
all spaghetti. And who 
shall say that we have not 
profited from the war 
when it has been the cause 
of such widespread educa- 
tion’ 

One day there arrived 
from Poland a man in his 
sixties, whose son, so he 
said, lived in Cleveland.

The enacting of the 
eighteenth amendment was given great 
publicity in Europe.
